the Pacific with a steadily dwindling 
supply of planes and men were re­ 
counted for the world In the stir­ 
ring 
tale, ‘ Querns 
Die Proudly,” 
Prober went through the toughest 
days of the Pacific war 
Tile crash that led about 
two 
months later to Pechcr’s being taken 
captive by the Japs occurred March 
12 of! the coast of Mindanao when 
two Flying Forts were sent from 
Australia 
to M indanao to rescue 
General MacArthur and his party 
who had escaped from Corregidor 
by PT boat. 
On MacArthur Rescue Mission 
Pcchcr’s ship crashed in Illlgnn 
Bay. killing two of its seven crew­ 
man. The other ship found the air­ 
field in the darkness, landed, took 
sdxmrd the Pacific eom mnnder-in- 
chief and as many members of his 
party as it could carry and took 
off on the 1.600-milo hop to Austra­ 
lia. 
But Hie war memories of Sergeant 
Pedler go back to Pearl Harbor 
Day when the Jap bombers struck 
Clark Field about noon and de­ 
stroyed every ship there 
Thirteen 
Forts, that had been moved to Del 
Monte Field on Mindanao as a pre­ 
cautionary measure before the crisis 
th at every Yankee in the Pacific 
knew was close, were the O roup’s 
only planes to escape destruction 
that day 
Pedler had been a ground crew 
m aintenance man but soon he was 
going on bombing missions as an 
aerial gunner in the diminishing 
supply of B-17.S. They bombed Jap 
targets from Del Monte Field un­ 
til the Japs strafed the field and 
{nit three more B-17s out of the 
war The remaining ships took off 
at night on the 1,600-milc hop to 
Australia and used a coastal base 
there 
tor 
shuttle-bombing 
over 
Davao but th at soon proved too 
costly with no replacements coming 
from the States. 
Eluded .laps .At Broome 
They moved to Java and had been 
there a month before the first new 
B-17s came from the States with

When Pecher s ship crashed, the 
radiom an, whose duty it was to 
release

the tail gunner A Jammed 
door prevented Pedler from reach­ 
ing the radiom an’s com partm ent to 
free the rafts and he followed other 
survivors out of the window scant 
seconds before the heavy ship sank. 
f ate (lf 'I bree Unknown 
With several gas lies in his head 
and his nose broken, Pecher swam 
for six hour.*; and reached shore 
as did tile other survivors, all of 
whom had been more or less seri­ 
ously injured. They all wore life 
vests that helped keep them afloat. 
Of the five men who made that 
six-hour swim. two are known to 
have survived the war. Pecher and 
Szt. Wally Hewston. of Lake Placid. 
N 
Y.. stayed together during the 
first year of imprisonm ent and met 
again in the Philippines after lib­ 
eration. Pecher never heard what 
fate befell the three others. 
They reached shore about dawn 
on March 12 and the first Philip­ 
pines who saw them did not go 
to their rescue, fearing they were 
Japs One Filipino scout came out 
in a boat, found tile swimmers were 
white men ami helped them ashore, 
got food for them and helped them 
find a way to a hospital at llltgan 
by patrol wagon. After a week in 
Hie hospital. Pecher was able to 
be about and went to Del Monte 
Field where he and 1.200 other Y an­

spent all their tune working on the

Filipinos Slain On March 
But the Japs came first—about 
50,000 strong—on May IO. lauding 
on two sides of the island and trap­ 
ping the 1,200 Americans and many 
Filipinos. Obeying the orders of the 
commanding 
colonel—which 
that 
officer had received by radio from 
General Wainwright on Corregidor— 
the trapped men surrendered with­ 
out resistance. 
Then began a 50-mile march to 
Camp Malabaly. No Americans fell 
out iii spite of the fact that they 
were without food and only “wild 
water” for the entire m arch but 
Filipinos 
dropped 
exhausted 
and 
were bayoneted or shot by the Jap 
guards. The Jap guards had water 
but kept it for themselves 
Drinking from stream s soon gave 
many of th 1* prisoners dysentery. “I 
got it too. and pretty bad. but I got 
over it," Pedler related. When the 
camp was reached 
the 
prisoners 
got two rice meals a day (about 12 
ounces) and soup made of sweet 
potato toj>s boiled in water. There 
was no salt or other seasoning. 
Voyage (lf Horrors 
On Septem ber 2 there began for 
Sergeant Pedler one of the most 
terrible experiences of his 40 months 
in Jap hands -a boat trip from 
Mindanao to Tokyo in a stinking 
Jap freighter 
jammed with 
1.8(H) 
sick. poorly-clad prisoners. 
After the last 1,500 prisoners were 
brought aboard the un-m arked anc! 
unescorted ship from Bilibid prison 
at Manila, the Americans were too 
crowded to sit or lie down. “There 
must have been 300 oi us jammed 
in a hold 20 lect square.” Pecher 
recalled grimly He can t talk calmly 
about that trip. There was a little 
hard tack every day and some rice 
was passed around in buckets. “Some 
of the prisoners got some. Some 
didn't. The sick got no food and 
no medicine. Some of them died and 
their bodies were dumped overboard 
The men had diarrhea and there 


were no toilets 
Many were bare­ 
footed 
with sores or 
Injuries on 
their feet and legs. We were covered 
with lice.” 
The ship went first to Formosa 
and laid ovei 
there for 
IO days

started out again, the ship turned 
back "out of a clear sky,” Pecher 
said, and went back to Formosa.

W ashington and 
New York The Jap people believed 
these .stories until the bombs started 
to shower on their own homeland 
w lien the .stories of Jap victories 
in the United States disappeared 
from the Jap papers 
Some news of the w ar’s progress 
came to the prisoners from friendly 
Koreans and it was through this 
channel they learned first of the 
war s end. 
One news flash the Japs gave their 
prisoners promptly and with great 
gusto was the word of the death 
of President Roosevelt. The Japs 
staged eroat celebrations believing 
that FDR’s death signalled the end 
of the war and a Jap victory. 
Becher Beaten Twice 
Sergeant Pecher said he often saw 
Jap officers strike non-coms and 
tho'-e in turn had permission to 
beat the men under them 
Many 
of the men set over the prisoners 
as guards were battle-shocked vet­ 
erans or dope fiends and th a t sit­ 
uation 
added 
to 
the 
prisoners’ 
troubles. “T hny just wouldn't listen 
to reason and didn’t even pay any 
attention 
to 
the 
interpreters," 
Pecher declared 
But most of the m istreatm ent of 
the prisoners came from civilians 
while the 
guards stood by 
and 
looked on 
Hundreds of instances 
of brutal treatm ent were witnessed 
by 
Pecher 
and 
he 
felt some 
first hand. H'* was beaten twice 
The first tim e was while work­ 
ing in a steel mill on a grinding 
machine. He walked outside for a 
piece of wood to repair the handle 
of (lie machine As he returned to 
the plant with the wood he was 
struck across the head and shoulders 
by a civilian with a long section 
of pipe. The

Only a

guards atole them and used their 
cont' lits 
Pedler 
recalls one 
In­ 
stance in which two prisoners “stole" 
butter from a Red Cross package 
which had been taken by the Japs 
They were caught. 
In bitter cold weather, the pris­ 
oner- were stripped and put Into 
a hole out of doors and Japs poured 
cold water over them for IO or 15 
minutes. Then

The pair were 
Jailed and for tile next two weeks 
tiny were beaten each night 
Starved Hospital Patients 
The Japs also confiscated

pecher war, sent to that hospital 
one time and lost 20 pounds In 
IO days chiefly because the Jatos 
gave no food to men who didn't 
work 
and

nothing. He did get enough Red 
Cross medicine to cure his dysentery. 
The Japs had their own cure for 
b-’ri-beri and Pecher said he has 
seen Japs light bits of wood and 
burn the swollen beri-bcri patients 
over the legs and arm s as a "cure." 
P cher said one man in his camp 
developed an infection in a burn 
on his foot received in that m anner. 
There was no medicine and gan­ 
grene set in and the man died. 
Kingside Seat For Tokyo’s l>cath 
D ad prisoners were crem ated and 
their rem ains placed in little white 
boxes with rhatiting, ceremony and 
incense th a t m eant nothing to the 
prisoners who stood by. 
Sergeant Pecher stayed at 
the 
steel mills until two m onths before 
the war ended, and from the w ater­ 
front 
prison 
camp, 
they 
had a 
“ringside” seat for the great fire- 
boinbings by the B-29s. Soon the 
steel mills had to close down for 
lack of water and electricity and 
the prisoners turned briefly to clear- 
me debris. 
It was then that the county soldier 
had his worst experience of his 
three years as a prisoner. 
His Worst Experience 
One day while they were working 
In the ruins of a burned out hos­ 
pital in the Tolfyo area, one Amer­ 
ican scrawled a big V on the wall 
A Jap guard recognized the sym ­ 
bol and dem anded to know who had 
put it there He met silence and the 
punishm ent of the whole detail be­ 
gan. 
There was no supper that night 
and the prisoners were forced to 
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stand at attention the whole night | 
with no sleep. G uards saw to It 
th at no prisoner fell asleep on his 
fret “ I don t know now how we 
were able to do it," Ute sergeant 
said 
Men who fell over were dragged 
aside, kicked and beaten and doused 
with water on Hie theory they were 
"faking” their collapse. 
Moved Into Mountains 
There was 
no breakfast 
next 
morning and the detail was put to , 
work in atone quarries next day. 
Men collapsed from sheer fatigue 
and hunger and they were given 
a little rice roup at noon For the 
second night they stood at attention 
without sleep and returned to the 
quarries in the morning. 'Die third 
night they w-rre sent to their b ar­ 
racks and 
there talking 
it over. 
Hie m an who had scratched the 
“V” on the wall decided to "turn 
himself In” to .save the others. 
“Then they really worked out on 
him." Pecher said grimly. "They 
.started at 2 a. rn. and boat him 
unconscious He was thrown In jail 
and b°aten nightly and fed alm ost 
nothing. Hp already was suffering 
from beri-bcri and how he lived I 
don’t know.” 
As the B-29 poundings continued 
and gloat .sections of Tokyo were 
completely burned out and electrical 
and water supplies were gone, the 
prisoners were 
moved 
IOO miles 
northw est Rito the m ountains and 
other steel mills 
They m ade tho 
trip by railroad tor the planes laud 
not bombed rail targets. 
Atom Bom las Soared Japs 
The terrific shortage of food led 
the Japs to release the prisoners 
to forage In the hills for their own 
food There was little to find and 
one prisoner died after eating a 
poisonous weed and then the other 
prisoners stopped their foraging. 
The steel mills there soon were 
bombed too and the K oreans brought 
word of the atomic bombings at 
Hiroshim a and Nagasaki some 600 
miles away. The effect on the Japs 
was paralyzing, Pecher said. “They 
Just stood around In knots talking 
and seemed scared to death.” 
A week atter the Koreans brought 
word of the end of the war. the 
Japs gave them official notice. "They 
seemed to be In a trance," Pecher 
said 
“l?ae prisoners 
went 
wild 
w ithout interference from the Japs. 
Liberated Sept. 7 
“We broke though the fences and 
into Hie fields where we dug up 
vegetables for food. One crowd of 
fellows brought in a horse and we 
butchered it there. It w asn’t bad, 
a little sweeter and tougher than 
beef bul it was the first m eat of 
any am ount we had had as pris­ 
oners. It was a year since we had 
had anv and th a t was about IO 
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pounds for 150 men and was used 
in soup ” 
In a letter to hts parents soon 
after liberation, Pecher had 
told 
how the Yankee carrier planes (lew 
over the cam p and dropped supplies 
and a flag Old Glory was run up 
a pole and 4he prisoners stood at 
attention while a bugler played the 
Star Spangled Banner. "It was the 
biggest thrill of my life," Pecher 
declared 
Sergeant 
Pecher 
was 
liberated 
September 7 On American orders, 
the Japs took the prisoners to Tokyo 
where they passed into U S. Army 
hands 
Then the 
trip 
home by 
air began with a .stopover in the 
Philippines and 
the 
west coast. 
Ambulance planes brought the m en 
home as soon as they were able to 
travel niter a few weeks of medical 
treatm ent and 
good food 
(n o d n ’i Think (lf Future 
Asked lf tie ever gave up hope 
of being liberated. P edler «uald: "No. 
but 
we didn’t think much about 
that. 
Fellows 
t lux t 
couldn’t 
keep 
their minds off the future and what 
m ight happen to us when tho Amer­ 
icans invaded Japan Just went mad. 
Our thoughts w-ere bent on ways of 
keeping alive from day to day.” 
Pecher said the prisoners were 
allowed to write brief censored let- 
U rs heme about four tim es a year. 
He made one recording for radio 
broadcast and his parents today have 
records of th a t broadcast made by 
radio listeners in this country. “We 
had to say what they wanted us 
to say or they wouldn’t send the 
message," he observed, 
Iii all his Imprisonment Pecher 
received only one 
package from 
home. It came on the Orlpsholm 
and arrived on February IO, 1944, 
hts 25th birthday. It had been In­ 
tended for C hristm as by his par­ 
ents. He received about 25 letters 


during his Imprisonment. After the 
war, he was handed many others In 
Manila that the Japs had held up. 
May Stay In Army 
Now Sergeant Perher Is spending 
a m onth at the Valley Forge hos­ 
pital during which 
time he will 
submit to a nose operation to cor­ 
rect an injury he suffered In the 
crash in M arch, 1942. He expects 
to spend most of his week-ends at 
home and has two weeks at Miami 
Beach ahead < f him Allowed to take 
two persons with him, he will bo 
accompanied there by his mother 
and Slate , Anna, who lives in C ham ­ 
ber: burg. 
Meanwhile his military 
service 
record Is being compiled by the War 
Departm ent. All of his prewar rec­ 
ords we re destroyed when a hangar 
burned hi Java early In 1942. 
The S tars and Stripes hung by the 
front door of the Pecher home when 
Henry aune home last Friday eve­ 
ning 
While Hie W ar D epartm ent gets 
Ills war record together, Sergeant 
Pecher is Inclined to stay in the 
service even though he Is sure he 
could get a discharge lf he asked.
